These claims refer to calculating a single spectral parameter, which now 
contradicts claim 1 , and so these claims were canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5, 7- 
21 , 23-37, 39-48 are allowable in that none of the art subtracts a value for each 
frequency associated with a first state from a value associated with a second state, as 
shown in figure 14.
